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Threat  Of  Indian  Conflict  Eased 


NEW  DELHI,  INDIA,  (AP)--The 

threat  of  war  between  India  and 
Red  China  appeared  to  have  eased 
dramatically  early  W e d n e s day 
hours  before  Peking’s  deadline  to 
New  Delhi  to  dismantle  military 
outposts  in  the  Himalays. 

Peking  Radio  announced  that  In- 
dian troops  had  crossed  into  Chin- 
ese-held Tibet  and  hauled  down  the 
posts  the  Chinese  had  demanded 
be  pulled  back  by  11:30  A.M.,  MST. 

AN  INDIAN  SPOKESMAN  re- 
ported early  that  Indian  and  Red 
Chinese  troops  skirmished  twice 
the  past  24  hours  in  the  disputed 
njountain  region  and  that  Indian 
forces  retreated  in  each  case  rather 
than  provoke  the  Chinese. 
jThe  dual  announcements  were 
seeh  as  a possible  prelude  to  a de- 
claration by  Peking  it  considered 
its  demands  on  India  fulfilled.  The 
Chinese  had  threatened  India  with 
grave  consequences  if  the  demands 
were  not  met.

Five  U.  S.  Planes 
Reporfed  Missing 
Over  N.  Viet  Nam 


SAIGON,  VIET  NAM,  (API- 

Five  U,S.  Aircraft— including  a 
rescue  helicopter  with  four  crew- 
men—were  lost  over  North  Viet 
Nam,  a U.S.  military  spokesman 
reported  Tuesday. 

Communist  anti-aircraft  gunners 
shot  down  the  helicopter  and  drove 
off  another  Monday  as  the  craft 
tried  to  rescue  the  pilot  of  a F-105 
Thunderchief  knocked  down  by 
ground  fire  on  a mission  south  of 
Vinh,  100  miles  north  of  the  border, 
the  spokesman  said. 

The  four  helicopter  crewmen  and 
the  downed  pilot  were  listed  as 
missing.  North  Vietnamese  troops 
were  seen . heading  for  the  F-105 
pilot  after  he  ejected,  the  spokes- 
man said. 

ANOTHER  PILOT  was  presumed 
dead  after  his  F-105  crashed  into 
a ridge  as  it  pulled  away  from  its 
target  50  miles  southeast  of  Dien 
Bien  Phu. 

The  two  Thunderchiefs,  plus  the 
l^elicopter,  raised  to  five  the  num- 
l^er  of  U.S.  Aircraft  authorities  said 
were  lost  in  raids  against  the 
North  Monday;

In  other  activity,  a U.S.  spokes- 
man reported  U.S.  and  Vietnamese 
planes  flew  over  more  than  200 
sorties  against  targets  in  South 
Viet  Nam  for  the  second  day.  In 
another  indication  of  stepped-up 
air  strikes,  a spokesman  reported 
the  29th  U.S.  B-52  bomber  raid  of 
the  war  and  said  the  Guam-based 
jets  may  eventually  fly  daily  mis- 
sions. The  latest  attack  from  the 
eight-engine  jets  was  against  a 
Commuiust  infested  zone  330  miles 
north  of  Saigon  in  South  Viet  Nam. 
It  was  the  third  plastering  of  the 
area  since  Sunday  by  the  B-52’s. 

; IN  THE  GROUND  war  only  spor- 
adic skirmishes  were  reported  but 
the  Viet  Cong,  for  the  second 
Straight  day,  ambushed  a govern- 
itient  company  and  inflicted  heavy 
losses.
